For Truman; 
Speech Tonight 


WASHINGTON 0115 — This was 
a day of memories for Harry S. 
Truman, the sell -sty led “politician” 
from Independence, Mo. 
Thirteen years ago today Truman 
was catapulted into the presidency 
of the United States. 
Thrust upon 
him were the tasks of bringing 
World War ll to an end and help­ 
ing to create the United Nations. 
Truman found 
the 
presidency 
“the most interesting and most pow 
erful job in the world.” 
Today an 
exuberant 73-year-old Truman was 
back in Washington, greeting old 
friends and preparing to give Con 
gress advice on how to deal with 
the recession, and the nation a 
warning about the gravity of the 
international situation. 
Truman planned to touch on for­ 
eign policy in a speech tonight be­ 
fore AM VETS, a veterans’ organi­ 
zation which was chartered under 
a law he signed as President. 
On Monday Truman will be the 
lead-off witness before the House 
Banking Committee as it launches 
five weeks of public hearings de­ 
signed to find ways of alleviating 
unemployment.

Lana herself was secluded again 
in the home where Cheryl plunged 
a butcher knife into the stomach 
of her mother’s lover on Good Fri­ 
day.

T he U nited States D ep artm ent 
of A griculture is m aking a survey 
of grain storage space on farm s 
in Illinois and seven other Corn 
Belt States to help in handling the 
1958 grain crops, according to J. 
A. Ewing, State A gricultural S tat­ 
istician. G rain and hay stocks were 
a record high on Jan u ary I this 
year and bu m p er crops are possible 
this season. 


Most areas have abundant soil 
m oisture which is especially favor­ 
able for w inter w heat and will also 
be favorable 
for spring 
planted 
crops and early pastures. 
T here 
is still plenty of hay on hand from 
last year which m eans less feeding 
of grain. 
These factors all add up 
to the possibility of a storage prob 
lem for the 1958 grain and soy 
bean crops. 


Plans are being m ade to cope 
with the em ergency if it develops, 
but inform ation on available sto r­ 
age space on farm s is needed to 
help in planning and carrying out 
a program . 
Facts are available re 
garding com m ercial and 
gosern 
m ent storage facilities, hut not for 
farm 
storage 
space. 
It appears 
that 
serious shortages are 
most 
likely to develop in the N orth Cen 
tral region of the country. 
T here 
fore, the D epartm ent of A gricul­ 
tu re is conducting a storage s u r­ 
vey in Illinois, Minnesota. Missouri, 
N orth Dakota, South Dakota, N e­ 
braska, K ansas and Colorado. 


Q uestionnaires have been m ailed 
to representativ e farm ers in each 
ol these States.

ic Energy Commission has found 
a way to turn its nastiest liability, 
deadly radioactive “wastes ” into 
a bonanza. 
It if too early to appraise the 
dollar value of this bonanza, but 
there are those who believe it will 
soar to billions annually in years 
to come. 
It conceivably could bo 
atomic energy’s biggest boon. 
By converting 
the 
radioactive 
waste products of atomic fission 
into powerful tools for medicine, 
industry, and research, the com 
mission simultaneously has found 
a safe way of “disposing" of some 
of the dangerous materials which 
until now were considered obsta 
clos to development of a big scale 
atomic power industry. 
News Soft-Pedaled 
The commission disclosed this 
milestone of the atomic era Friday 
in an announcement composed as 
though designed for publication, if 
at all. in the hack pages of news 
papers. 
The immediate news in the an 
oouncement was that the commis 
aion has cut tne price of five once 
scarce radioactive elements to less 
than IO per cent of what they had 
cost the day before. 
The more significant news was 
that a new plant built at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., for transformation of once 
wasted fission products into prec­ 
ious materials will start operating 
this summer.

Why is this? 
Be­ 
cause they are God’s chosen peo­ 
ple. 
God chose these people so that 
through them all nations might 
be blessed. 
Through them 
God 
prepared and gave the world the 
Old 
T e s t a m e n t 
scriptures. 
Through them the Messiah ( les- 
us Christ) came to earth. Through 
the witness of the Hebrew naiion 
God wanted to bless every nation. 
The Hebrews failed in this latter 
desire of God, and' they have sui 
fered for their sin. Just because 
one is chosen of God, that does 
not exempt him from the chaa 
tiling rod of God. 
God still pun­ 
ished His own for disobedience. 
If the 
Hebrews had 
accepted 
God’s son (Jesus) as the 
Mes 
siah, they would have been pro­ 
claiming the gospel (good news) 
message during these past <950 
years. They “ rejected Him,’’ and 
God turned to the Gentiles to be­ 
come His witness. More and more 
Jews are becoming followers of 
Christ each year. 


I GOD BLESSED HIS PEOPLE 
(V. 7-10) 


We begin this study with the 
family of Jacob. You will remem 
ber that Joseph has been down 
in Egypt, and he called his fath 
cr and brothers into the land of 
Goshen, 
Egypt. 
Because 
they 
were faithful to God. He Dlessed 
them 
in every 
way. 
Now they 
have become God s “ mighty min­ 
ority’’ in the land of Egypt. 
Now, 
the Pharoah 
who knew 
and loved Joseph is dead, and a 
new 
Pharoah, 
“ who 
knew not 
God,” is on Egypt s throne. He is 
auspicious of these Israelites. Not 
knowing God, this new Pharoah 
and his leader* did not pray and 


find God’s leadership 
It Is al­ 
ways best for the leaders of any 
nation to see God’s will before 
embarking upon any task. 


II 
BRUTAL PERSECUTION 
(V. 11-17) 


Please note the cruel way which 
Pharoah treated the Hebrews. In 
order to destroy tho manhood of 
the Hebrews, he subjected them 
to the very hardest of labor. 
He 
made them work long, gruelling 
hours. 
However, note, also, that 
God 
was taking 
a hand 
in the 
matter. 
The 
harder 
Pharoah 
compelled 
them 
to work, 
the 
more 
the 
Hebrews 
multiplied. 
Pharoah could not understand it 
He then went to the midwives 
of the Hebrews. 
He told them 
that from now on when a Hebrew 
mother gave birth to a baby 
lf 
it were a boy baby 
she .should 
kill it. 
Those midwives feared 
God more than they did Pharoah. 
Therefore, 
they 
refused ' to do 
Pharoah’s 
bidding. 
Oh! 
that 
Christian people today would fear 
God more than public opinion! 


III GOD BLESSED FAITH­ 
FULNESS (V. 18 22 


It 
was 
really 
something 
for 
these midwives to refuse to obey 
the 
command 
of 
Pharoah. 
It 
could easily have meant death to 
them. 
We 
should always 
remember 
that God ir interested in all things 
that 
happen to Individuals 
and 
nations. 
He will bless those who 
remain faithful to Him. 
When Pharoah asked the 
mid 
wives why they had not slain the 
boy babies, they replied that the 
Hebrew women were not as the 
Egyptian women. “They are Uve- 
‘y. and are delivered ere the mid­ 
wives come in unto them.” 
God blessed those midwives and 
caused 
houses 
to be 
built for 
them. 


CONCLUSION - At the 
time 
a1! this was happening, the He­ 
brew 
people were 
in bondage. 
They were slaves down in Egypt 
They were suffering hardships the 
Uke of which we cannot imagine.
